--The Republican Congressmen and Their 
Attitude Toward the Administration. 
WasHINGTON, D. C., January 5.— 

Western members of Congress who have 

returned to Washington from their holi- 

day vacation say the prospect is poor for 
aby anti-silver legisiationiin the House this 
session. Many of them, having inter. 
viewed their constituents while at home, 
come back more determined than ever to 
resist any interference with the ‘Dollar 
of the Daddies.” Anti-silver members, 
who fear the result of continued coinage, 
say the only way todo is to wait until 
the exportation of gold begins in earnest 
and let the House learn by bitter 
experience. The question bids fair to 
lead very soon to an interesting discus- 
sion, to say the least, in the House, and 
one that will engender bad feeling be- 
tween the President and some Demo- 
cratic members. The Republicans in the 
House, as a rule, are very well disposed 
toward President Cleveland, and are in 
favor of giving him a fair show. They 
will, to a great extent, it is said by some 
who are in a position to speak for the 
party, favor liberal appropriations, par- 
ticularly for the navy and for coast de- 
fenses. They are in favor of giving 
Secretary Whitney all the money he 
needs to carry out his plans for building 
up the navy, and they say they will not 
use the argument that was advanced 
against them when in power, that the 
navy ought to be built, ““‘But the present 
party can not be trusted to do it.””, They 
will favor just as liberal appropriations 
for these purposes under Whitney as they

FOR THE BLIND. 


—— 


The Mission ‘of Dr. Campbell, Blind Him- 
self in Behalf of His Fellow Unfortunates. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., January 5.— 
Among the President’s late visitors 
was Dr. F. J. Campbell, of the Royal 
Normal College and Academy of Music 
for the Blind, Upper Norwood, S. E., 
England. Dr. Campbell arrived in Amer- 
ica a week ago, his mission being 
to investigate and collect information 
concerning the treatment of the blind 
in this country. The Doctor, who is 
an American citizen, and owns property 
in this country, is also desirous of bring- 
ing about the establishment of an 
American National College for the better 
education of the blind. At the college 
over which he presides physical exercise 
is looked upon as essential. An effort is 
made to arouse the blind pupils from their 
willingness to depend upon others, and 
in pursuance of this object 
they are drilled in gymnastic exercise and 
taught to swim and skate. The ice pond 
at the college is circular in shape, with 2 
small islet in the center profusely set 
with trees and shrubbery. This islet 
gives anecho by which the boy knows 
how far he is from the bank. The boys 
all skate in one direction, turning and 
skating in the opposite direction at the 
ringing ofa bell. The» doctor, who is 
totally blind, isa good example of this 
system of physical exercise. He has 
climbed the Alps on frequent occasions, 
and at one time ascended to the summit 
on Mount Blanc. Heis alsoa constant 
tricycle rider, and has broneht his 
machine across the water with him.

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_ ALUMINUM 


The Metall Destined to Revolutlolize 
. Industrial Arts. ; 

“The metal of the future,”’ said ¢ 
prominent mechanical engineer to me, 
‘is aluminum. In a few years it will 
displace iron and steel, and simply 
revolutionize industrial arts every, 
where. The millennium will be thd 
age of aluminum.” “But,” said I, 
‘iron is the commonest of all metals, 
and aluminum is comparatively rare. 
Is there enough aluminum in the world 
to take the place of iron?” ‘Yes,’ 
said he, ‘‘and your former assumption 
is an error, Aluminum is the most 
plentiful of all metals. The world con- 
tains ten times as much of it as of iron. 
It is everywhere. Every clay-bed is an 
aluminum mine.’’ ‘‘What is the rea- 
son,”’ I asked, ‘‘that it has not already 
come into general use?’’ ‘‘The great 
cost of producing it,’’ he replied. ‘The 
metal called sodium is used in the pro- 
duction of alaminum, and it is very 
expensive. Numberless methods have 
been tried, and hundreds of chemists 
all over the world are devoting their 
lives to the task of finding a cheap way 
of producing aluminum. The man who 
succeeds will be more fortunate than 
though he had found the philosopher's 
stone. Whoever can produce aluminum 
at one dollar a pound will make a for- 
tune, while a man who can make it for 
twenty-five cents a pound can buy out 
the Rothschilds in a day.”’ ‘‘What is 
the cost of aluminum now?’’ ‘The 
raw materials for making it are not 
worth twenty dollars a ton—that is, 
twenty dollars for enough to produce a 
ton of the metal; but a ton of alumi- 
num, perfectly manufactured, is worth 
twenty thousand dollars.” 

‘‘What are the valuable properties of 
aluminum ?”’ I asked, ‘‘and to what use 
can it be applied?” ‘It can take the 
place of almost every other metal in 
the world,” said he, ‘‘and very largely 
that of wood also. In the first place it 
is very strong. Its tensile strength 
is more than three tons to the square 
inch greater than that of the best 
Bessemer steel. In fact, it is by far 
the strongest metal known. A cannon 
made of it would be three times as stron 
as one made of steel or gun metal. 
It is very stiff or rigid too; three 
times as rigid as the best of bronze. 
Another important thing is that it will] 
nottarnish.

He found in those cold and 
dismal regions, isolated from the world, 
a race of people who had never heard 
or known of the great civilized nations 
of the earth.
